SOME GCARC FACTS 


In 1959 we organized and called ourselves Gloucester County Amateur Radio Club. WE 
became affiliated with ARRL and named the Mantua National Bank to be used for Club 
depository. Our very first Field Day was lune 27, 1959. We became Gloucester 
County Amateur Radio Club, Inc. April 14, 1960. This year we established our off- 
icial Club emblem and colors, initiated Club Certificates and our Club nets. Our 
first Hamfest was September B, 1960. 


Our affiliation with Delaware Valley Council of radio Clubs started in 1961. We also 
established an annual audit of the Treasurer's Records to be done by a Trustee and 
the findings reported at the November meeting. Our Code Classes for the General 
Ticket started in 1962. We had another Hamfest at the Algonquin Club on August 
I2th, 1962. This year we also held a picnic at Lake Garrison in lieu of our July 
meeting. 


Our 1963 Hamfest was held at Crystal Birch Lake. We issued our first Club DX A- 
ward this year. We started mailing CROSSTALK to members. It was 1963 that we 
initiated our nominating committee to be composed of all past presidents with the cur- 
rent President acting as Chairman to hold a meeting during the month of October and 
the slate to be presented at the November meeting. The Postal Dept. issued a stamp 
commemmorating ham radio in 1964, This year we decided the four Trustees should a- 
ppoint a Chairman, meet and account for all Club property. The Chairman would then 
report their findings to the Board of Directors at the May Board meeting. 


We held Amateur Radio Week May 17, 1965. In 1966 we were offered the third floor 
of Pitman Boro Hall for our meetings without charge. In 1969 we initiated our Presiden- 
t's Plaque and started our Silent Key Plaque. A write-up which included a picture 

of WA2NPD, the current President, at the key on Field Day, 1975 was printed in the 
Gloucester Times. We had a station in operation for Amateur Radio Week at the 
Collegetown Shopping Center and a story was also printed in the Times. 


During 1976 a Club Picnic replaced a July meeting. 20-meter contacts soon became 

a weekly Club get-together when WA2NPD accepted a transfer to Texas. We learned 
in 1977 that we lost the $50.00 bond donated to the BARRC~76 Bicentennial in Phil- 
adelphia as they went in the hole for the project. We sponsored AMSAT OCCAR 
PHASE Hl Series. On May 7th we held 2-Meter Communications for the Explorer Scouts 
Canoe Ride. We appointed a Club His torian. 


Our first Life Membership was issued February 1978 to Charter member Della M. Parder 
W2AFZ. The 1959 financial records were placed with the Historian and it was estab-~ 
lished the records would only be kept with the Treasurer for six years. 


In 1979 our first YL president Rose Ellen Bills N2RE was elected. We made a contri- 
bution of $100.00 in 1980 to the Randy Bynum WB2SZK TVI/RFI problem. We provided 
2-Meter Communications for a Bike-A-Thonbenefit for the Mentally Retarded in 1980. 

We had members take part in a Bike-A-Thon from Philadelphia to Atlantic City where 
2-Meter communications were covered. W2YC won the 40 WPM CW contest at Dayton,

activity. Tbe records he turned over to me indicate that 50 club members have 

turned in official entry logs for at least one contest in the last three years. Remem- 
ber it wos just three years ago when he developed and introduced the Megapoint Con- 
testers Award. His purpose then was not only to intrest members in contesting, but by 
doing so, to make GVARC better known in National Contest Competition. Three years 
ago there were only a handful of members involved in this activity, but Ken's MEGAP- 
OINT AWARD ideo has changed thot. We all owe Ken a great deal of thanks for 
an outstanding job. 


For although we are considered a general radio club (one with emphasis on all phases 
of the hobby) we cna also be proud of our several accomplishments Nationally in 
contesting. This Committee's purpose will continue to be to generate interest in con- 
testing. This Committee certainly don't expect GCARC to become strictly a contest 
club, but we do think everyone ought to at least sample this part of the hobby. And 
we hope enough of you will catch the bug so that GCARC can even improve its over- 
all status in contest results listings. 


To that end we surely will continue the MEGAPOINT CONTESTERS AWARD. Thirteen 
of these beautiful plaques have been awarded since the program started and there are 
at least five people presently who are very close to the million-point level. Let's 
redap the AWARD so everyone is familiar with it: 


The AWARD is available to any and all club members who contribute contest points to 
the Club aggregate score in National competitions in which we participate. At the 
present time we compete in six major contests. The “contest season" starts in October 
and ends in May. Here's how a typical season would shape up: 


CQ World Wide DX Contest - Phone late Oct. X50 


ARRL Sweepstakes Contest - CW Early Nov. X2 
ARRL Sweepstakes Contest - Phone Mid Nov. = X5 
CQ World Wide DX Test - CW Late Nov. X@ 
ARRL VHF Sweepstakes January - 

2-Land QSO Party Mid Feb. X3 
ARRL Inter, DX Competition - CW Early Mar. X3 
ARRL Inter. DX " - Phone Mid Mar. = X3 
CQ WW, WPX Contest - Phone Late Mar. Xl 
CG WW, WPX  " - cw Late May Xi 


Each of these coneests is held at about the same time every year. All you have to 
do to accumulate AWARD points is enter contests and credit GCARC when you mail 
your logs in. The Contest Committee will maintain all records and mail in your logs 
if you wish. The points you report for a particular contest will be multiplied by the 
established weighting factor ( X50, etc.) to figure AWARD points. When you reach 
one million, you're a winner. If you turn your logs in to the Committee for mailing, 
your account will be credited immediately. However, if the Official listing of results 
in GST or CG for each contest shows your score different from that which you initially 
reported, additions or deductions will be made to your account. Officially

disqualified scores will not be counted. Multi-operator setups will have the total score 
divided among the various operators in the way you advise the Committee. 


Next month in this colum we'll give you an up-to-date listing of each participants 
MEGAPOINT AWARD POINTS account. Remember, there are three big contest week- 
ends in November so here is a great opportunity to build up your score. 


In closing, | extend my personal thanks to Ken, N2CQG, for his contributions over 
the last ten years to the health and success of GCARC in promoting contesting 
activity. Maybe you would like to do the same when you see him.

FCC VOTES TO ALLOW "TROP-IN*STATIONS. Does not sound exciting to you fellows. 
Well we have been very lucky down here in our area NO CHANNEL 2. If the FCC 
allows one of the SNJ towns who are bidding for Channel 2 to have it, well we 
just may have some fun. The idea is, to let a low power TV station with 

very directive antenna to “Drop-In: in the area where there is no station now. 
Channel two comes from New York and to many South Jersey area they cannot receive 
ths channel so one of the SNJ towns just might want it. If they get it FORGET 6. 


The Communications rewrite act and our chance to get the TV set manfacturers to 
do something about their sets is dead for this session of Congress. Here is the 
time for us to gather our forces and get some mail to our Senators and Represent- 
atives to get the Goldberg Bill passed.

A very import victory was won out in California this month. W6QOL won the decision 
on his antenna system. He has a 71 foot crank up with a couple of beams on it. 
They tried to force him to take it down by saying the installation was illegal. 

On September 26 the Judge rulled that his "...rightgto free speech by the Consti- 
tution were violated and no restrictions are to be placed on his tower. This 

can now be used as a precedent case. 


RC airplane users who are not hams are trying to get 53 MHz as an operating frequency. 
We better keep an eye out on this one Ray and Ed. 


The Friendly Candy Company is proposing to discontinue issuring new and renewed 
First Class Radiotelephone Operator licenses. The proposed rulemak g would 
elimina e the requirement that operators pass licensing exam before being per- 
mitted to install or maintain equipment, supervise the technical operation of 
transmitting equipmauy at broadcast stations or instruct the lower grade operators. 


Word of caution for you fellows who have the new equipment that is equiped to work 
the new “Ham" bands. DON'T a Public Notice has been released by the FCC 

Warrning all Hams that they have not yet been approved. There is a chance that 

the 10.1] MHz band will be authorized by Jan. 1 1982. The other two not until 1989. 


You fellows who like to try:a Tittle close band or edge operation. Be careful. 
The FCC has just received some very new, very good monitoring equirpment that can 
pin down a signal very fast and accurate. They are starting to clean up on the 
HFers and LFers. Also watch yous power.. A new system of power monitoring is now 
in use, Warn your CB friends.
